Cermak appeared in behalf of 
an amendment to the $300,000,000 
Wagner relief bill which would 
permit loans to municipalities for 
meeting their expenses. 

He was accompanied by a group 
of Chicago officials and virtually 
the entire Illinois congressional 
delegation, including Senator Lew- 


is. 

Just before he began to. testify, 
Representative Britten (Rep.), Illi- 
nois, said:. “Unless you gentlemen 
provide for relief of the city of 
Chicago, within the next six months 
you will be sending Federal troops 
to Chicago.” 

Chicago Tax Assessments. 


Cermak discussed the court con- 
‘test over Chicago tax assessments, 
explaining that, pending a final de- 
cision, possibly from the United 
' States Supreme Court, it was im- 
possible to collect sufficient funds 
‘to run the city government. 

“We ask you to amend these re- 
‘lief bills so that the Reconstruction 
‘Finance Corporation may loan 
" Cermak 
‘said. “We raised $10,000,000 from 
ithe citizens to support our relief 
'stations, and then sold $12,000,000 
‘in bonds. 

“These funds ran out June l. 
Then more than $5,000,000 of ad- 
This is 
sufficient to last until Aug. 1. I 
don’t know what we'll do then. 

“We now owe 3% months sal- 
ary to all city employes. We owe 
five months salary to the school 
teachers, amounting to $17,000,000 
this year. 

Relief Stations Close Aug. 1. 

“We have reduced our budget 
from $167,000,000 to $125,000,000. 
We have had less crime in the last 
year than we have had in the last 
10 and are proud of it. 

“But, if our relief station close 
Aug. 1, just what will happen, gen- 
tlemen, I am unable to say to 
you.”’ 

Representatives Goldsborough 
(Dem.), Maryland, and Strong 
(Rep.), Kansas, insisted that Chi- 
cago banks have large reserves 
with the Federal Reserve System. 
Strong made the direct charge that 
these banks are “hoarding eligible 
paper.” 

“Then all I can say is that, if 
these banks have any eligible pa- 
per, they had better take it out of 
Chicago,” Cermak shot back 


“If There is Another Parade.” 


“The situation is bad, so bad that 
we're here today: so bad that, if 
there is another parade in Chicago, 
it will be all over.” 

Cermak said several times that 
he thought the banks had about all 
the municipal paper they can hold 
and meet examiner’s requirements.

Coroner Dever today reopened 


his inquiry into the deaths a week 
apart of 55-year-old Dolan Whitson 
and his 4-year-old sister, Mary. 

Mary died of arsenic poisoning 
on June 7. The Coroner ordered 
Dolan’s body exhumed for chem- 
ical examination of the viscera. 

The parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Whitson, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that no poison was kept on 
their premises. Their only surmise 
is that their children, in playing in 
the vicinity of the home at 1215 
Missouri avenue, may have picked 
up and eaten poison put out for 
rats. 

Dolan became ill on the night of 
May 29 and was treated by the 
family physician. His condition 
was not thought to be serious until 
the morning of May 31, when he 
was attacked with spasms and con- 
vulsions. His mother sent him to 
City Hospital, where he died an 
hour and a half later. After an 
autopsy. Dr. Elisha Margolin, hos- 
pital pathologist, pronounced the 
cause of death as bronchial pneu- 
monia and issued a burial certifi- 
cate. 

Several hours after Dolan’s fu- 
neral, June 2, Mary became ill, as 
did her 2-year-old brother, Nor- 
man, the only other child in the 
family. Both had attacks of 
nausea similar to those suffered 
by Dolan when he first became ill. 
The family had just gone to the 
home of Mrs. Whitson’s father, 
James F. Wyon, 9108 Argyle av- 
enue, Overland. A physician was 
called the following morning and, 
upon being informed of the cir- 
cumstances of Dolan’s death, or- 
dered both children to Children’s 
Hospital. 

Norman recovered quickly but 
Mary’s condition became steadily 
worse, with symptoms similar to 
those of Dolan before he died. Dur- 
ing her illness, physicians discov- 
ered- some lead poisoning in her 
system. The water at the Missouri 
avenue residence was examined by 


Health Departmen officials, and 
reported safe. After her death, 
Dr. Walter J. Siebert, assistant 


professor of pathology at Wash- 
ington University medical school, 
reported that a chemical examina- 
tion of the viscera showed large 
quantities of arsenic. The case 
was turned over to the Coroner. 

Dr. W. ¢C..G. Kirchner, medical 
director of the City Hospital, said 
a chemical examination of Dolan’s 
viscera was not thought necessary 
at the time of the autopsy as there 
was no suspicion of an external 
cause of death and the pneumonia 
was considered a sufficient cause. 
Whitson, a mail handler for the 
Terminal “Railroad Association, is 
now living at 3116 Argyle avenue, 
Overland. 

Chief Gerk today assigned De- 
tective-Lieutenant Coakley and his 
squad for investigation of the case. 


EXPLOSION WRECKS ENGINE 
ON B. & 0, TRAIN; 2 KILLED

Robinson States Views. 

Senator Joe T. Robinson of Ar- 
kansas favors a Democratic plank 
advocating submission to the peo- 
ple of a prohibition repeal amend- 
ment, stripped of alternative sug- 
gestions, and specifically not 
pledging members of the party to 
repeal. 

Robinson made known his views 
in a formal statement. 

Robinson said the Democratic 
objective should be a prohibition 
declaration both simple and frank, 
to contrast with the Republican 
party declaration, which, he said, 
was “intended to be ambiguous.” 

Robinson, who was Alfred E. 
Smith’s running mate four years 


ago, qualified his advocacy with the 
expression that this line should be 
chosen “if a plank on the subject 
of prohibition should be incorpo- 
rated.” 

As a dry. Robinson in the past 
has fought against raising the re- 
peal issue. 

As the convention date neared, 
there was continued discussion 
among Roosevelt supporters in the 
Senate of the advisability of at- 
tempting to abolish the two-thirds 
rule. which has always governed 
the selection of candidates in 
Democratic conventions. 

Some of them have privately ex- 
pressed the view that if it appears 
that a “discordant minority is will- 
ing to wreck the party” in order to 
prevent Roosevelt's nomination 
then -a majority rule should be 
voted. 

One member of the Resolutions 
Committee, discussing this pro- 
posal, said it could be done by @ 
majority rule if it were included

HOOVER IVES MEDAL 
TO AMELIA EARHART 


“My Exploit Not Worth Such a 
Great Honor,”’ She Tells 
President. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Pres- 
ident Hoover greeted Amelia Ear- 
hart today and congratulated her 
on her flight across the Atlantic. 
She was ushered into his office, 
where they chatted together, and 
then went to pose for photogra- 
phers on the lawn behind the ex- 
ecutive offices. Mrs. Hoover was a 
member of the group. 

In a pre-presentation of the 
special gold medal of the National 
Geographic Society, which Presi- 
dent Hoover will formally give to 
the flyer tonight, President Hoov- 
er said, “‘it gives me a very great 
deal of pleasure to present you 
with this rarely conferred medal. 
The whole American people is 
proud of you and your perform- 
ance.” 

“IT do thank you sincerely,” Miss 
Earhart said, “but I fear my ex- 
ploit was not worth such a great 
honor.” 

In addressing the flyer, President 
Hoover first called her Miss Ear- 
hart, then smilingly changed it to 
“or, I should say, Mrs. Putnam.” 
She is the wife of George P. Put- 
nam, who accompanied her here 
by airplane today. 

Following the White House cere- 
mony the flyer and her party were 
luncheon guests of the board of 
trustees of the National Geograph- 
ic Society. 

Later, the Senate recessed brief- 
ly to receive Miss Earhart. Amid 
applause, Senators Bingham and 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, escorted her from 
the Vice President’s room. Smiling, 
she stood a few steps from the 
dais and received the Senators who 
passed by in single file, each shak- 
ing her hand.

The squirrel, dark brown, tawny 
and light orange, is the largest of 
its species. The Zoo's specimen is 
on exhibit in the small mammal 
wing of the Reptile House, while 
the mouse deer are in a paddock 
connected with the Ostrich House. 

Also now on exhibit in the pad- 
docks are three Sicilian donkeys, 
a male and two females, smallest 
of the equine family. They were 
donated by August A. Busch.

SEED HERE A 
SHINDLE SUSPECT 


Prisoner Identified as Mur- 
derer of Denver Woman 
Who Was Sentenced to 


Prison for Life. 


A man arrested in S&t. Loufs 
Friday as Leonard Hagey, accused 
in a wire-tapping swindle which 
cost telegraph companies about 
$14,500, has been identified as an 


escaped murderer. 

St. Louis police were informed 
today by the National Bureau of 
Identification at Washington, D. 
C., that Hagey is James Orville 
Turley, who escaped from the pen. 
itentiary at Canon City, Colo., five 
years ago, while serving a life 
term for murder. 

Hagey, or Turley, has been re- 
turned to Detroit, where he faces 
charges of obtaining money under 
false pretenses based on the wire- 
tapping swindle. Prosecuting At- 
torney Harry 8S. Toy of Detroit is 
quoted in dispatches from that city 
as saying that Colorado can have 
Turley if that State wants him. 
Pending word from Colorado, he 
has withheld filing of formal 
charges. 

Turley was convicted at Denver 
in 1922 of the murder of Mrs. Em- 
ma Wise, proprietor of a rooming 
house. At his trial alienists char- 
arterized his as a “dangerous lu- 
natic.”’ 

While waiting to be transferred 
from the Denver County jail to the 
penitentiary at Canon City Turley 
made a desperate effort to escape. 
In prison he became a member of 
the band, and when the band 
played a concert at Hugo, Colo., in 
September, 1927, Turley made his 
escape. 

A few days later Mrs. George 
Nelson, wife of a rancher near 
Jarre Canon, was approached by 
three men who demanded food. 
Thev forced their way into the 
rancher’s cabin and Mrs. Nelson 
fainted. When she _ revived she 
found her right hand had . been 
pinned to the floor by an ice pick 
driven through the palm. She 
identified a picture of Turley as the 
leader of the group. 

Turley was arrested last Friday 
at the Lincoln Hotel, 2326 Olive 
street, soon after he had arrived 
from Columbus, O. Police there 
had arrested Mrs. Florence Had- 
ley, also accused in the wire-tap- 
ping swindle, and among her pos- 
sessions were found passports to 
England for herself and Turley, un- 
der the name Hagey. 

Fingerprints sent to the Nation- 
al Bureau of Identification after 
Turley’s arrest here resulted in his 
identification as the escaped mur- 
derer. He had admitted participat- 
ing in the wire-tapping swindle, 
with Mrs. Hadley and a man who 
is sought. Their scheme was to 
tap telegraph wires in an outlying 
district and send fake money or- 
ders which were cashed by Mrs. 
Hadley.

For the Citizens’ Committee, 
lacking $1,500.000 of what it would 
need to continue help until Jan. 1, 
to the 25,000 families it is now as- 
sisting, has told its affiliated re- 
lief agencies that by July 15 they 
must reduce that number to 10,- 
000. ‘ 


Hard to Choose. 


“How can we choose which to 
keep and which to leave to shift 
for themselves?’’ asked Peter Ka- 
sius, manager of the Provident As- 
sociation, iargest of the _ relief 
agencies. . “It is a simple matter 
to choose between two families, 
when you find in one of them in- 
valids or children, and in the oth- 
er able-bodied, but unemployed 
adults. 

“But we're not dealing with two 
families. We are dealing with 25,- 
000, and on what basis can we de- 
cide that these 10,000 are more de- 
serving than those 15,000, or that 
their need is more desperate’’? 

It was a rhetorical question and 
one of the staff workers who had 
been called in to report on condi- 
tions in her district did not at- 
tempt to answer it. But her voice 
broke as she described her visits to 
the 97 families in a North St. 
Louis district who are _ receiving 
help from the Provident Associa- 
tion through her. For the average 
family the help consists of an order 
each week for $3.80 in groceries. 

“This may be the last grocery 
order I can give you,” she had told 
the man who should have been the 
wage-earner for the family of 10, 
which included two invalids and 
five children. He flared up. “All 
right, I go out and get it some 
way,” he replied. “I'm not going 
to see my children suffer.” But he 
had calmed down somewhat when 
the social worker left, and clung 
to the hope that maybe something 
would be done for his family. 


Earned $16 in Two Years. 


Another family she visited was 
that of a man who had worked for 


| rounds. To the man who has been 


was earning $250 a month when 
he was laid off two years ago. 
Since then he has earned a total of 
$16, which did not go far toward 
supporting his wife and two chil- 
dren. But they managed to strug- 
gle along until four months ago. 
“This may be the last grocery order 
I can give you,”’ she had told them. 
Utter despair overwhelmed the 
man, but the wife stood it cour- 
ageously. She has been making 
about $4 a month taking in wash- 
ing. Perhaps she could get some 
more to do, and maybe the 16-year- 
old girl, out of high school now, 
could find a job. 

So it went throughout the dis- 
trict. There were hysterical women 
to contend with, sullen men, and 
uncomprehending children who 
complicated the problem enormous- 
ly. “It would be easy enough for 
the two of us to walk into the 
river,” was the response from one 
family, “but there are the chil- 
dren.” 

Only One Man RKesentful. 


Only once was there personal re- 
sentment toward the social worker 
expressed. That came from a man 
with eight children who made $5.60 
at odd jobs last week. He had been 
told that this should enable him 
to buy food for his family this 
week, not much, but enough toa live 
on, and others were in worse need 
of the grocery order which would 
have gone to him. Hotly he re- 
plied, “If you find my family dead 
this week, remember that you did 
? 

In this North 8t. Louis district, 
the worker explained, live families 
ordinarily hard-working, thrifty, 
worth-while citizens. A few years 
ago they were buying automobiles, 
some of them were buying homes, 
and raising large families of chil- 
dren. There are many with eight 
children, and they average four or 
five, most of them 9-years old or 
younger. 

Their automobiles and their 
homes are gone, but they still have 
the children. In the 97 families 
under the care of this social work- 
er, 19 mothers expect children 
soon, or have borne them in recent 
months. 


CHICAGO ELEVATED TRAINMEN 
AGAIN REJECT PAY REDUCTION 


Union Votes Down 10 Pct. Cut Aft- 
er Refusing to Take 15 Pct. 
Slash.

CHICAGO, June 21.—In a second 
vote on a wage cut, elevated rail- 
way trainmen have rejected a 10 
per cent reduction proposed by the 
Chicago Rapid Transit Lines. The 
result.of a ballot taken yesterday 
was announced today by union of- 
ficers as 1490 against and 1410 
for the proposal. 
The company originally demand- 
ed a 15 per cent cut but the train- 
men voted it down by a margin of 
124 votes. The margin by which 
the 10 per cent cut was defeated 
was only 80 votes. 
No word has come from company 
officers whether they contemplated 
proposing a still smaller reduction 
in the hope of getting a favorable 
vote or whether they planned to 
take steps to compel the employes 
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to accept the original 15 per cent

The most that appears 
justifiable, until further conclusive evi- 
dence appears, is to regard the pithecan- 
thropus, as represented by the skullcap, 
to have been a high primate of as yet 
uncertain ancestry and no known pros- 
eny, far advanced in what may be 
termed a humanoid direction.”

WHILE ROME BURNS. 

George W. Wickersham, as president of the League 
of Nations Association, bas undertaken the task of 
persuading Congress to the immediaie necessity of 
a world economic conference to consider war debts, 
reparations and tariffs as problems underlying the 
business depression for which a practical solution 
must be found. His first step has been to procure 
expressions from leaders of industry, finance and ed- 
ucation. More than 30 replies have been received, 
which, with two exceptions, approve the proposal. 
Most of the respondents urge the recommended action 
as vitally necessary. 

The Wickersham procedure, it is explained, will 
presently interrogate citizens of importance in their 
respective communities. When the canvass is com- 
pleted, it is hoped to file such a body of public opinion 
as will influence Congress to authorize the President 
to initiate the negotiations for the conférence. 

The complaint might logically and fairly be en- 
tered that Mr. Wickersham and the industrial and 
financial captains are belatedly engaging in a work 
that should long ago have moved them to petition, 
or remonstrance, or both. It is a matter of accusing 
record, for example, that when the specialized know!l- 
edge of the country, in the memorial from “the thou- 
sand economists,” besought Mr. Hoover to veto the 
Hawiey-Smoot tariff bill, our great industrialists and 
financiers were mostly silent.

the future World War inevitable. 
In fact, “der alte Jude,” in his per- 
ennial desire to assure the main- 
taining of the Turkish empire im 
Europe, glorified Berlin in the eyes 
of Constantinople, thus laying the 
foundation for the deadly intrigues 
of Kaiser Wilhelm in the Balkans, 
Thousands of British soldiers were 
to meet their doom in Gallipoli 37 
years later because Disracli was 
trying to make things uncomforta.- 
ble for St. Petersburg in 1878. No 
excuse, however, could be advanced 
for the conduct of the Russian dip- 
lomats, who instead of countering 
Disraeli’'s move with an immediate 
proclamation of a Russo-German 
Alliance, commenced to promote a 
nonsensical and eventually fatal en- 
tente with France and Great Brit- 
ain. 

In the meanwhile, I was still 11 
and experiencing the thrill of my 
first war. . 

My father having been appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Rus- 
sian army, the peaceful capital of 
the Caucasus had assumed over- 
night the stern appearance of gen- 
eral headquarters.

ALEXANDER’S MOTHER . 


It was fascinating to realize that 
all these good friends of ours had 
suddenly become great national 
heroes. It was a joy to witness tho 
departure of our military tutor, 
called to the colors shortly after 
the declaration of war, and the 
subsequent slackening of the re- 
lentless discipline dominating our 
education. Awful as this confes- 
sion may sound, I did wish that a 
helpful Turkish bullet should spare 
uS the necessity of ever seeing this 
ferocious man again. Fortunately 
for the future peace of my mind, 
he came back unscathed and higcn.- 
ly decorated, although his place 
in the palace was by that cdme 
taken over by a tutor of milder 


disposition. 
A messengers established between 

the palace and the headquarters 
of our fatherin Alexandropol kept 
us in close touch with the latest 
events on the frontand the arrival 
of the daily army communique pro- 
vided a signal fer rushing toward 
the relief map and moving ihe 
flags indicating the positions of 
our army. The communique spared 
no colors in describing the achieve- 
ments Of our army; it usually men- 
tioned the number of the Turks 
killed, wounded, and captured,— 
and these figures sounded iike 
sweet music to our ears. Many 
years later, while in command of 
the Imperial Air Forces during the 
World War, I learned the curious 
mechanism directing the editing 
of the official cOmmuniques and 
wished I could revive the gullibility 
of the li-year-old enthusiast, who 
watched with shining eyes the 
progress of the Russian Army 
through Turkey, not realizing the 
size of the human hecatombs it 
was leaving in its wake. In 1914- 
1917 I discovered that the “heavy 
losses” sustained by the “rapidly 
retreating enemy” were invariably 
accompanied by still ecavier losses 
of our “glorious advancing troops.” 
I suppose nothing will ever change 
the repertory of euphsomisms used 
by the authors of military com- 
maoniques, nor their Deastly habit 
of gloating over the gloomy sight of 
corpses found in the captured 
trenches. To the contrary, it has 
to be franklv admitted that the 
ethics of warfare have undergone 
a considerabie change within the 
last 40 years. Even that sufficient- 
ly thin veneer of chivalry which 
was still noticeable in 1877 and 
1878 gave way to guverrilla-like 
methods by the time proud 
humanity hed decided to bury 
408,000 of its sons around the 
city of Verdun. Reading the 
reports describing the foul condi- 
tions prevailing in the prisoners’ 
camps during the World War, I 
always thought of the refreshing 
“ympattiy and consideration with 
which the Turkish prisoners. were 
treated by us in 1877. Emperor 
Alexander I] thought it advisable 
to grant a personal audience to 
Osman-Pasha, the fartnous com- 
mander of the capturéd Turkish 
fortress Plevna; he returned him 
his sword and praised his courage 
and military genius in high terms.

opportunity to mingle with the dif- 
ferent classes of the Tiflis popula- 
tion and to observe the réal na- 
ture of the social structure.

-hardships, that lay hidden in the 
neighborhood of the palace. We 
listened io life-stories that had the 
effect of upsetting ail our previous 
plans and ambitions. My wearing 
a blue silk shirt and red leather 
boots seemed shamefui in the pres- 
ence of boys of my own age whose 
shirts were torn and whose feet 
were stockingless and swollen. 
Some of them complained of hun- 
ger; all of them cursed the war 
that had deprived them of their 
fathers. We mentioned it to our 
tutors; we asked to be provided 
with means to help those gray- 
faced youngsters. We received no 
answer, but shortly afterwards our 
walks were once more restricted to 
the palace grounds, this measure 
failing, however, to check the ac- 
tivity of our awakened minds.
